A number of doctors feel that State Medicine or compulsory insurance is 
on tlie way and that its establishment in the near future is inevitable. They 
are always resigned and believe that the only thing to do is take it on the chin 
and go down as gracefully as possible for the long, long count. Some think 
that organized medicine may be able to modify the terms somewhat when it 
comes to actual enactment so that medical practice will at least be a little more 
bearable under State Control. 

Still others, and a goodly number, are militantly opposed to regimentation 
and maintain that the medical profession itself is capable, of handling the 
problems of medical service. The American Medical Association, for instance, 
representing the composite opinion of some 100,000 physicians has gallantly 
crime forward at this crucial time and has spoken with all the authority which 
its prestige commands a warning against vicious and harmful legislation de¬ 
signed to corrupt, demoralize and lower the standard of medical practice. 

When a great need exists, it is not enough for such an important group 
merely to point out weaknesses and oppose proposals which are unsuitable. 
It is imperative that something better be offered and no one is more in touch 
with tlie problem, more vitally concerned or more capable of offering its solu¬ 
tion than the ordinary, every day practitioner who is so busy doing the work 
that he has little time to talk about it. The American Medical Association 
realizes this fact. They are also aware that there is no national panacea which 
can be applied in even community'. Each locality has its individual problems 
which can best be solved by the doctors who live and work there. For the last 
ten years the American Medical Association has been encouraging County 
Medical Societies to put into effect plans to enable people of low income to 
obtain adequate medical care at costs which they can afford. Ten fundamental 
principles have been laid down as a guide, but the details of operation must be 
worked out to suit the needs of each locality', 

M any County Societies have accepted the opportunity and have demon¬ 
strated conclusively' that the thing can be done. It seems to me that if there 
were more Medical Societies who would take things into their own hands and 
offer these people an easily understood, workable plan of medical care it would 
he extremely difficult for the powerful foundations to foist a bureaucratic, 
autocratic form of State-controlled medicine upon us. 

I do not believe that it is too late tor as to promote a plan. It we are to 
maintain our position as leaders m medical affairs, then we mast assume leader¬ 
ship. Me mast wake up and accept the challenge. 1 should like to see Ad a hon¬ 
ing County take the lead in this important matter in Ohio.

MEDICO-LEGAL

Wife Injured by Husband’s Negligence 

(48 Ohio Opp.) 

It is the law of Ohio that a wife 
cannot sue her husband for injur\ 
even though he were negligent, but 
in the Metropolitan Life Ins. Co. 
case the wife was not only permitted 
to sue the company but got a judg¬ 
ment against the company for her in¬ 
juries which were caused by her hus¬ 
band’s negligence. 

Defense offered no evidence, but 
asked the court at the end of plain¬ 
tiffs testimony for a directed verdict. 
This was denied. Defense went on 
tlie theory that the wife cannot sue 
her husband, therefore she cannot sue 
his employer. 

Evidence was then brought out 
that a supervisor of the husband knew 
the wife was accompanying the hus¬ 
band in his insurance trips and en¬ 
couraged this, and the court states 
even though the wife cannot sue the 
husband she may sue his employer.

partial, reorganization of local gov¬ 
ernments is attempted some changes 
in present methods of local public 
health administration may be neces¬ 
sary and advisable. 

Being vitally concerned in the 
maintenance of public health admin¬ 
istration on a sound effective basis, 
the medical profession will have no 
hesitancy in giving its support to 
su gges te d ch a n ges t h a t v 11 i n e re ase 
efficiency in public health administra¬ 
tion, provide greater safeguards for 
the public, and strengthen the finan¬ 
cial basis of official public health ac¬ 
tivities. 

On the oth er hand, the med ica 1 
profession is opposed to changes in 
local public health machinery that 
would impair, or destroy, the effi¬ 
ciency of local health departments, 
scatter the responsibility for public 
healtli protection, and cause health 
administration to lose its separate and 
important identity, which would re¬ 
sult from making it but a subordinate 
division of public welfare. 

Public health administration is a 
major and essential function of gov¬ 
ernment and must be recognized as 
such. Whatever changes may be made 
in local government set-ups, serious 
consideration must be given to the 
question of keeping health adminis¬ 
tration on a basis where it can func¬ 
tion properly and effectively. 

The Legislative and Public Rela¬ 
tions Committees of the Mahoning 
County Medical Society were asked 
to make a stud)' of the report of 
Governor White’s Commission on 
Count)' Government. A report of this 
§tud)fj together with recommendations 
as to the various features pertaining 
to the County Health Department, 
County Welfare Department and the 
County Coroner, were submitted to 
the Council of the Medical Society 
for its a pp r o va 1. Re con \ nre n da t i on s 
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therefore, which we shall make to 
you are the result of the united: Itudy* 
of tl ic Legislative and Public Rela¬ 
tions Committees, together with the 
Council of the Medical Society. 

V\'e do not deem it expedient at 
this time, to make recommendations 
as to which of the three forms of 
Count) Government we favor, but 
prefer to limit our discussion to the 
Public Health and Welfare Depart¬ 
ments, and to the status of the Coun¬ 
ty Coroner. By and large, we are in 
accord with the Commission’s recom¬ 
mendations for the reorganization of 
these functions of County Govern¬ 
ment. However, there are certain 
important features and details in this 
reorganization which we would mo¬ 
dify or change. 

As stated by the Commission, “the 
legal status of the health districts is 
now somewhat anomalous”, in that 
they are administrative districts of 
the State and are not part of County 
and Municipal government, although 
in practice, they function as a part 
of City or County government. We 
are in accord with the recommenda¬ 
tion that as soon as possible the 
powers and duties of the various 
health districts he transferred to, and 
incorporated in, a County Department 
of Health as a unit, in the proposed 
reorganized C o u n t y government. 

I his will make for a more efficient 
performance of health service at the 
most economical cost, will put health 
matters under a more effective gov¬ 
ernmental control, and will allow 
health matters to he placed on a sound 
basis of financing. 

Regarding the plan for the forma¬ 
tion and administration of the De¬ 
partment of Health, we approve the 
Commission’s recommendations which 
are summarized as follows: 

L Creation of a board of health 
as a stabilizing and co-ordinating 
body, appointed by the chief execu¬ 
tive of the county or, if there is no 
chief executive, by the county com¬ 


missioners. 

2. Tlie powers of the hoard should 
he limited to determining policies of 
the department and passing on the 
appointment and removal of person¬ 
nel. 

3. Administration of the depart¬ 
ment should he vested in a medical 
officer of health, appointed for an 
indefinite tenure, (a) in counties 
having a chief executive, by the chief 
executive on the recommendation of 
the hoard of health; and (b) in other 
counties, directly by the hoard of 
health. 

4. Administrative authority in 
matters of health should be vested in 
the medical officer of health. 

5. Ordinance-making powets in 
the field of health and the power of 
appropriation of funds for health pur¬ 
poses should he vested in the legis¬ 
lative authority of the county. 

6. Other agencies, such as the 
county department of welfare and 
the schools, responsible for activities 
in which health service is incidental, 
should utilize the department of 
health so far as possible in the pro- 
vision of such service. 

However, we would further rec¬ 
ommend that the membership of the 
County Board of Health, should con¬ 
sist of two phy sicians, one dentist and 
two lay-men, each member appointed 
by the chief executive or county com¬ 
missioners for a period of five years, 
in the beginning, so set up that one 
new member only should be appoint¬ 
ed each year. When the medical or 
dental members are appointed, such 
appointments should be made from a 
list of three to five names, submitted 
by, in the ease of medical member, 
44ic Alahoning County Medical So¬ 
ciety and in the ease of the dental 
member, the County Dental Society.

1 he following is the 10-point pro¬ 
gram as enunciated by the American 
AT e d i c a 1 Associa t i on : 

1. All features of medical service 
in any method of medical practice 
should be under the control of the 
medical profession. 

2. No third party must be permit¬ 
ted to come between the patient and 
his physician in any medical relation. 

I. Patients must have absolute free¬ 
dom to choose a legally qualified doc¬ 
tor of medicine from among all those 
qualified. 

4. The method of giving the ser¬ 
vice must retain a permanent, confi¬ 
dential relation between the patient 
and a “family physician.” 

5. All medical phases of all insti¬ 
tutions involved in the medical ser¬ 
vice should be under professional con¬ 
trol, it being understood that hospital 
service and medical service should be 
considered separately. These institu¬ 
tions are but expansions of the equip¬ 
ment of the physician. 

6. The i m m e d i a t e m ed i c a 1 cost 
should be borne by the patient able 
to pay at the time the service is ren¬ 
dered. 

7. Medical service must have no 
connection with any cash benefits. 

8. Anv form of medical service 
should include within its scope all 
qualified physicians of the locality 
who wish to give service. 

9. Systems for the relief of 1 ow- 
income classes should be limited strict¬ 
ly to those below the “comfort level.’

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MEDICAL FACTS

In the acute stage of coronary 
thrombosis the rectal temperature is 
several degrees higher than the oral. 
Boyd’s explanation of this phenom¬ 
enon is that there is no heat loss by 
perspiration in the pelvis as there is 
in the face. 

In suspected tuberculosis leave the 
thermometer in the mouth for 5 min¬ 
utes. since a rise of two-fifths of a de¬ 
gree is significant, and it may not he 
recorded if the thermometer is left in 
the mouth for only one or 2 minutes. 

In discussing a case of a 48-year 
old woman with a blood pressure of 
285/170, and who died of malignant 
vascular nephritis, William B. Breed 
of Boston remarks: “She received 
during her stay 600 R units of radia¬ 
tion in two doses over both adrenals. 
That is one of the newer tricks in 
the treatment of hypertension. Ex¬ 
perience in this hospital (Massachu¬ 
setts General) with radiation of 
adrenal or pituitary glands, or both, 
caused no striking change in the blood 
pressure levels or symptoms in eight 
cases.” 

Fetecliiae in the terminal stages of 
cardio-renal disease are of no sig- 
n i f i c a n ce. YVe m ay eve n f i n d g ross 
intestinal hemorrhages (usually in the 
ileum and large bowel) m the pres¬ 
ence of uremia. 

The experience of many observers 
is that in any blood disturbance, ex¬ 
cept those following hemorrhage, 
transfusion retards bone marrow re¬ 
generation rather than stimulating it. 

In rheumatic heart disease the 
sedimentation rate may help m dis¬ 
tinguishing between an active and 
an inactive lesion. 

Mallory says: “Most chests at 66 
are barrel-shaped or begin to be, and 


they may or may not be emphysema¬ 
tous. One has to have more than that 
to make a diagnosis of emphysema. 
But in discussing the same case, T. 
Dcnneth Adams remarks: “The sys¬ 
tolic murmur over the precordium is 
a common finding at 66, being due 
to roughening of the arch, relative 
mitral insufficiency of an aging myo¬ 
cardium, or both.” 

Polycythemia is frequently found 
in association with ulcer of the 
stomach. 

Hampton, in the X-ray depart¬ 
ment at the AIassachusetts General, 
has made the very interesting ob¬ 
servation in the past few years that 
if there is a lesion in what he calls 
the prepyloric region, the last 2 cm. 
before the pyloric ring, that lesion 
will turn out to be cancer almost 
every time, even if it has all the 
X-ray findings of ulcer. 

While cancer is a disease of middle 
or advanced age, cancer of the bowel 
is usually found in the third or 
fourth decades. 

Muffled heart sounds in an emaci¬ 
ated person may' simply be due to the 
fact that the stethoscope is resting 
on top of a rib. 

In a paper on pulmonary tuber¬ 
culosis read before the New Hamp¬ 
shire Medical Society, Robert M. 
Deming says: “The following five 
points given bv Dr. Dawrason Brown 
will prove of much value in arriving 
at a diagnosis; with the exception of 
the first which, is self-sufficient, at 
least two of the others must be pres¬ 
ent: 1. Tubercle bacilli in the spu¬ 
tum. 2. Persistent rales al one apex. 
3. X-ray showing involvement over 
same area. 4. History of hemorrhage 
of at least one teaspoonful of clear 
blood. 5. Pleurisy with effusion.

(From the Diary of a Student of Physio.)

Dhc. 12, 1799 —At the break of 
day I was awakened by Christopher, 
who presented General Washington’s 
compliments, N wished to know did 
1 still persevere m my desire to ride 
with the General over the estate, the 
wea titer having become inclement. 
Answering in the affirmative, I hur- 
riedlv made ready & joined the Gen¬ 
eral at the break-fast table. Although 
there was a generous quantity & va¬ 
riety of victuals, I took note that the 
General ate lightly, partaking only 
of three small Indian hoe-cakes & as 
many dishes of tea. 

Break-fast done, the horses were 
brought. The General mounted with 
an agility uncommon for his age, 
& altogether he made an imposing 
figure on horseback. (Aly father 
often said that General Washing¬ 
ton was the best horseman of his 
age.) As was his habitual custom, 
the General made his rounds of the 
estate to see that all his hirelings 
were in their places. He took note of 
those missing, several being indis¬ 
posed, at well the G. expressed his 
sorrow & made arrangements for 
their care. 1 was again impressed 
with the orderliness of the estate, the 
General appearing to have every de¬ 
tail under his hand N put every thing 
in motion. 

T"he rounds included the smith s 
shop, the distillery, where whisky was 
being made from Rye & Indian corn, 
this usually a profitable enter prize; 
we next went to the stud stable m 
wch the G. took considerable pride. 
He had blooded horses, one named 
“Traveller” being particularly fine & 
at this time the reigning stallion. But 
the prize of his stable & most unusual 
N unique beasts were the Jack-asses, 
wch lie was propagating. One called 
“Roval Gift” the G. appeared to re¬ 


gard with particular affection & of 
him he told a curious history. 

This Jack came by his name by 
the circumstance of being a gift from 
His Majesty the King of Spain. Con¬ 
trary to a law forbidding their ex¬ 
portation, His Majesty, learning of 
the G. s desire to propagate these 
beasts, sent him two. It seems that 
for a time after his arrival, though 
in fine appearance, “Royal Gift' paid 
no attention to the business of pro¬ 
creation, simulating in this his Royal 
master, who was past his grand cli¬ 
macteric, N the beast would have 
nothing to do with our plebeian mares. 
Fortunately, after a not ineonsido¬ 
able period, he lost his evidences of 
aristocratic fastidiousness, & becom¬ 
ing better acquainted with our repub¬ 
lican enjoyments, has now fathered 
a goodly progeny, wch is quite profit¬ 
able to the stable. These witty re¬ 
marks causing me to laugh uproari¬ 
ously, the General appeared to be 
pleased at having turned this hu¬ 
mourous phrase. 

Next we went to the water mill; 
finding some part of the machinery 
out of gear, the G. at once, divesting 
himself of his coat, proceeded ^to 
mend it, & with a show of a fine 
turn for mechanicks, had it going in 
a short time. Here the G. remarked 
with pride that his flour was equal 
in quality to any made in this country. 
He also added that, in spite of the 
magnitude of his estate (he is one 
of the richest landowners) and the 
variety of products engendered there¬ 
in, the property rarely produced a 
clear gain. 

'The weather had now turned ex¬ 
ceedingly inclement, rain, hail <x 
snow falling alternately with a cold 
wind. I therefore urged the Gen¬ 
eral to return to the house, this lie 
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d flitted to do until late in the after¬ 
noon, a circumstance well at his age 
‘ Considered something of an impru- 
di'iM’e; his neck appeared wet N the 
-urn* was hanging on his hair. 

1 am extremely pleased N dce.ni it 
a privilege of no small magnitude 
't 1 im able to spend these days 
t. lose to the General, to see with 
wine own eyes what manner of man 
■ is. The mellowness of ripe age <N 
dii serene kindliness well we are 
T .light to expect in older people he 
■ to a line degree, N a grace but 
mdy met. Withal he is most un- 
Tiected cc human. Yes, human. 1 am 
ripe lied to say this because too man)' 
> have been broidered around him, 
nd a saint-like halo of no small size, 
S 'Til growing, it being one of the 
ik nesses of a people to turn their 
lets into saints, devoid of all hu- 
; in faults N foibles. Already people 
wont to think of him as a myth- 
d figure, incapable of being moved 
' anger or mirth, a man apart from 
i frailties of the world. 1 smile as 
think of the stores told by my late 
i. tiler, who had occasion to observe 
mi for years, & under diverse con¬ 
ditions. 

"His Excellency 1 ’ (as my father 
■ i' apt to call the General) “though 
_ nerall) a tranquil N reserved man, 
chained up devils inside of him; 
could call a man—& be a general 
i d —— drunkard ; & the terrible 
, uage well he used to Lee at Mon- 
ith, when he failed him in the time 
! peril, will not bear repeating. Be it 
d that it was only under strain of 
Y most extreme character that lie 
• his composure, N that but rarely. 
I n it lie was able to keep his violent 
iitper under controul, is so much the 
it* to his credit, N he was capable 
1 tenderness & extreme help to the 
wariest, N in the trials well acconi- 
mrd the campaigns of the War, he 
ever solicitous of the wants of 
: underlings, N suffered with N for 


them.” 

My father said that during the 
campaigns his Excellency seldom 
laughed & was given to cautious si¬ 
lence. By reason of this ability to 
retain Ins own tongue & Ins nature, 
wch was quick to wrath, he was con¬ 
sidered, in the early days, weak, dull 
& slow in judgment. Yet, those who 
knew' him best, well knew' him to be 
most decisive in action & whiling to 
stake all his fortune on a chance, 
risking his own life with the utmost 
indifference N courage; & though not 
given to coveting popularity or seek¬ 
ing favour among his men, he had 
their well-fare deep at heart. My 
own observations confirm the now 
generally held notion of the greatness 
of the man, & yet I like to think of 
him as one of real flesh, blood \ 
sinewy rather than of a glorified 
mu mmy. 

Or the man)' conjectures N spec¬ 
ulations as to the General’s religious 
beliefs: I was in hopes that he would 
say something wch warn Id enlighten 
me, N was tempted to introduce the 
subject, but refrained from so doing, 
being of the opinion that it is in bad 
taste to drag matters of faith into 
conversation. Yet, as opinion N ex¬ 
pression has varied on this topick, 
some going so far as to hold the Gen¬ 
eral an atheist, yet others assigning 
to him various creeds N sects, 1 once 
asked my father wdiat he thought. 
He told me that he had not the* least 
doubt that his Excellency is a God 
fearing man, N of a strong faith in a 
divine guiding Power, though not 
given to sectarian kind of religion. 
The General stated, N on numerous 
occasions, that to him it mattered not 
whether a man be Christian, Ma¬ 
hometan, Jew or any other faith, so 
long as lie led an honest life, did a 
good day’s w'ork, N was upright in 
his dealings with his fellow creatures. 
Discussing tin’s in the counsel of my 
own thoughts, I can sav, without 
reservation, that this is a good eno’ 
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creed for any man, X a simple one. 

1 cannot refrain from making re¬ 
gretful mention of an occurrence on 
tliis ride wch made me reflect upon 
some of 111e present day customs & 
pr act ices. The General’s attention 
having been called to a Negro stable 
boy, Pompey, who had been with a 
feaver of some malignancy, he stopped 
to see him, & evinced much concern 
X solicitude toward the boy; he or¬ 
dered to liave him bled, this to be 
repeated on the morrow, in the ab¬ 
sence of more favourable symptoms. 
From a cursory inspection, it ap¬ 
peared to me that the boy was labour¬ 
ing under a form of phrenitis with 
typhomanic symptoms, manifested by 
an alienation of the mind, rather than 
from any' inordinate action of the 
arterial system or surcharge of blood; 
lie was already markedly depleted & 
shewed a facies Hippocratiea. Dis¬ 
posed though 1 was to controvert this 
method of treatment, weh was not 
only r prejudicious but seemingly use¬ 
less, I none the less refrained from 
making any suggestions, being fearful 
of offending. 

What became of the boys 1 have 
never learned ; the incident, however, 
sett me to thinking upon a matter wch 
has been disturbing me for some time: 
The conviction has been growing 
upon me (as it lias upon others) with 
increasing strength, that the present 
method of indiscriminate blood-letting 
of the sick, does not always have the 
salutary action ascribed to it, & that 
the free wielders of the lancet may 
some day be condemned by coming 
generations as a benighted X unphito- 
sophical lot. Flow often have L seen 
professors Rush, Physick, Dewees, 
Kuhn, Shippen, & other doctors of 
the first celebrity, order bleedings for 
almost every inmate of a hospital 
ward, X these repeated, often daily. 
1 recall the rows of beds, with their 
occupants bled until fainty X all but 
pulseless, bled for sundry & every 


ailment, bled until their blue scle- 
rotics & finger-nails seemed to cry 
out for that very living substance 
wch was being drained out of them. 
Yet, the very next day, anoth-er co¬ 
pious bleeding was ordered, for no 
better reason than what is called ex 
rei necessitatis. Even men like Dr. 
Mease, who have grown grey in the 
use of the lancet, are beginning to 
confess that it is difficult, perhaps 
impossible, in our present state of 
knowledge of disease, to determine 
how far blood-letting may be useful 
or pernicious, & that it has been em¬ 
ployed, in a multitude of cases, with¬ 
out apparent advantage & sometime 
to the detriment of the patients. My 
opinion, wch I should hesitate to ex¬ 
press openly, is that it will be proven, 
some day, as an incompetent & fruit¬ 
less procedure. If that be the case, 
may posterity be charitable to us for 
the rivers of blood wch have been 
shed in the name of Aesculapius & 
1lygeia. 

And yet, charity directs me to ob¬ 
serve that we are not the worst of¬ 
fenders, as this blood-shed is presum¬ 
ably for the alleviation o f p a i n & 
suffering, X is animated by zeal for 
the well-fare of our fellow man. 
What of the innumerable streams of 
good, healthy blood, wch for centuries 
have drenched this earth in the name 
of such vague causes, as patriotism, 
religion, liberty, democracy, &c., &c. 
1 f o u rs be a sin, h o w m u ch mo re 
grievous is that of the temporal & 
ecclesiastical powers, who, not infre¬ 
quently, are motivated only by hatreds 
& intolerances, when provoking this 
constant carnage & blood-shed, & 
mayhap have no more ethical or moral 
foundation for condoning their blood¬ 
shed, than we have scientific ground 
for ours. 

As to 'the revolutionary tendency 
of these thoughts, I am quite uncon¬ 
cerned on this score, for there is a 
fashion in medical & other thought, 
as well as there is in dress, & each 
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- -rein mist have its day. Not many 
its a fio Boer ha a ve was the omnis 
honiri; he soon yielded his place to 
C ullei ■ Brown triumphed over Cul- 
1 n, Sec., Sec. Or the vogue wch may 
1 enjoyed by a drug or method, for 
i time, only to be supplanted by an- 
i it her equally ephemeral method or 
drug. Similar is the rotation of opin¬ 
ion in other fields. Yet, we prema- 
tur ly flatter our art by attributing 
lu it the qualities of an exact science! 
W itness the tendency to materialism 
wch endows living matter with laws, 
wch shall operate uniformly & per- 
1 nnan oeconomy works with the ex¬ 
actness & nicety of a test-tube experi- 
m---. Si nicety of a test-tube experi¬ 
ment tk may be reduced to an equation. 
1 ' is appears to me as being entirely 
mscientific, unphilosophical <Sc un- 
-rriptural, for formulae of one gen- 
■ tinrr may be laughed at by succeed¬ 
ing generations as folly & supersti- 
mm, even as our blood-letting N other 
iwpTrd methods of practise may be 
.i’ Id up to ridicule by a wiser N per- 
aps Jess charitable posterity. But f 
; n proceeding beyond my depth & it 
time to bed. 

S.vr., Di_;c. 14, 1799. — Having 

-une friends to visit at Alexandria, 

I left Mt. Y'ernon early yesterday Sc 
iml not return until late to-night. 

1 he ways of Providence being un~ 
Uthomable, 1 had no suspicion that 
during my short absence a tragedy 
'would unfold itself over Mt. Ver- 
ni n, & that the grim King was stalk¬ 
ing within its doors. 

From I)r. Craik <$c Tobias Lear, 
tin* General’s private secretary <Sc 
.onii Initial friend, 1 learned that 
on rising Friday morning, the Gen¬ 
eral complained of sore throat. He 
had taken cold N was hoarse, but 
ii;ule light of it, as he would never 
t ike anything to carry oft a cold, 
dwacs observing: “Let it go as it 
came." The snow lay three inches 
deep on the ground <Sc was still fall¬ 


ing, causing him to omit bis morn¬ 
ing ride and to remain within doors 
until noon, when the clouds broke <$c 
the sun came out warm. He occupied 
himself before dinner in marking some 
trees on the lawn that were to be cut 
down. Si with his compass N chain 
traced several lines for improvements. 
He spent the evening in the usual 
manner, N on retiring appeared to be 
in perfect health, except the cold wch 
he considered as trifling; he had been 
remarkably cheerful all the evening. 

About two ()’clock this morning 
he woke Mrs. YV. & informed her 
that he felt ten unwell & hail an 
ague accompanied with pain in the 
upper & fore part of the throat, a 
cough, a difficult rather than pain¬ 
ful deglutition, also difficult breath¬ 
ing. Airs. YV. wished to get up N 
call a servt, but the Gen. would not 
permit her, less she should take cold. 
As soon as the day appeared, the G. 
desired that Mr. Rawlins, one of the 
overseers, who was used to bleeding 
the people, might be sent for, to bleed 
him before the doctor could arrive, 
as he wou 1 d not, by any mcans, be 
prevailed upon to send for the at¬ 
tending physician till morning. B\ 
now his respiration was more difficult 
& he was hardly able to utter a word 
intelligibly. A mixture of molasses, 
vinegar & butter was prepared, but 
he could not swallow a drop, N when¬ 
ever lie attempted it he was distressed, 
convulsed & almost suffocated. 

Air. Rawlins soon came & prepared 
to bleed him ; the G. observing Raw¬ 
lins apparently agitated, said with dif¬ 
ficulty “don’t be afraid," <$c after the 
incision had been made, lie remarked 
that the orifice was not large enough; 
however, the blood ran pretty freeh , 
& after about ffi pt. had been taken, 
the string was untied. Finding that 
no relief was obtained from b 1 ceding 
& that nothing could be swallowed;, 
Air. I war proposed bathing the throat 
externally with Sal Volatile, wch was 
done, & a piece of flannel was put 
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around the neck. His feet were also 
soaked in warm water, but.this gave 
no relief. 

\bout 9 O'clock Dr. Craik arrived 
N put a blister of eantharides on the 
throat, N had some vinegar N lint 
water sett in a tea-pot, for him to 
draw in the steam from the spout. 
He also had some sage-tea N vinegar 
mixed & used as a gargarism. When 
the mixture came out of his mouth 
some phlegm followed it & he would 
attempt to cough, but without effect. 
Two moderate doses of calomel \ an 
injection was administered, well oper¬ 
ated cathartieally on the lower intes¬ 
tines — but all without perceptible 
advantage—the respiration becoming 
still more difficult N distressing. 

Discovering the case to be highly 
alarming N foreseeing a fatal ten¬ 
dency of the disease. Dr. Craik sug¬ 
gested that two consultants be imme¬ 
diately sent for, in the interim the 
C jeneral was administered two copi¬ 
ous bleedings. Dr. Dick came about 
3 O'clock N Dr. Brown arrived soon 
after; upon consultation of the three 
physicians, it was agreed, as there were 
yet no signs of accumulation in the 
bronchial vessels of the lungs, to try 
tlie results of another bleeding, when 
about 32 ounces w ere drawn ; the 
blood ran slowly, appeared very thick 
Sc did not produce any symptornata 
of fainting or the smallest apparent 
alleviation of the disease. 

At four O'clock he could swallow 
a little N ten grains of calomel were 
given, succeeded by doses of emetic 
tartar, amounting in all to five or six 
grains, but with no other effect than a 
copious discharge from the bowels. 
The powers of life seemed now def¬ 
initely to be yielding to the forces of 
tlie disorder; blisters were applied to 
the extremities together with a cata¬ 
plasm of bran Sc vinegar to the throat. 

The two consulting physicians find¬ 
ing that what had been done was 
without effect, retired, except Dr. 
Craick. The General said to him: 


“Doctor, I die hard, butf am not 
afraid to go. 1 believed from the 
first attack, I should not survive it.” 
The doctor pressed his hand but could 
not utter a word ; he retired from the 
bed-side N sat by the fire absorbed in 
grief. 1 can understand how he felt. 

From about eight O’clock on tlie 
General appeared to breathe with less 
difficulty, but was verv restless, Sc 
about ten O’clock he made several 
attempts to speak to Mr. Lear before 
he could effect it; at length he said: 
“1 am just going. Have me decently 
buried, N do not let my body be put 
into the vault in less than two days 
after 1 am dead.” Noting that he 
was understood by Mr. Lear he said, 

’t is well,” these being his last 
words. About ten minutes before he 
expired he felt his own pulse Sc soon 
after, his wrist dropped from his 
hand. Dr. Craik came to the bed¬ 
side, felt his pulse & placed his hands 
over his eyes. 

The General was apparently fully 
impressed through all the stages of 
the disease that its conclusion would 
he mortal, submitting to the several 
exertions made for his recovery as a 
duty rather than from any expecta¬ 
tion of their efficacy, N considered the 
operation of death upon his system as 
co-cval with the disease, N several 
hours before his decease, after re¬ 
peated efforts to be understood, suc¬ 
ceeded in expressing a desire that he 
mig 111 he permitted to die with ou t 
interruption. 

During the short period of his ill¬ 
ness he economized his time in the 
arrangement of such few concerns as 
required his attention, with the ut¬ 
most serenity. About half past four 
he sent for Mrs. Washington & made 
dispositions about his will, N gave 
Mr. Lear instructions about the ar¬ 
rangement of his papers Sc settlement 
of accounts.

Hie unforeseen tragic occurrence,

1 n it< \ tided. As is usual when a 
" nimis man dies, there will, most 
■rohahi), he much discussion & crit¬ 
icism of the methods adopted by the 
pin Tuans. But is there cause for

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STAFF ACTIVITIES—YOUNGSTOWN HOSPITAL 

By FREDERICK S. COOMBS, M. D. 


A simplified terminology for the 
classification of inflammatory changes 
in the kidney was proposed by Dr. G. 
B. K ramer, pathologist of the Youngs¬ 
town Hospital, in discussing the pa¬ 
thology of Bright’s Disease at the 
monthly staff meeting, January 2.5. 

He suggested that instead of acute, 
subacute, and chronic nephritis the 
terms first, second, and third stages 
be applied. Dr. Kramer pointed out 
that all of these patients have an at¬ 
tack of acute nephritis at one time or 
another, with subacute nephritis be¬ 
ing likened to a nephritis, and fin all}' 
the terminal stage of chronic nephritis 
sets in. 

He described the gross and micro¬ 
scopic pathology of each stage, cor¬ 
relating the changes in the pathologic¬ 
al picture with the alterations in 
physio log}-. Sooner or later all eases 
come to have a hypertension which is 
due to blocking of capillaries. In the 
first stage, he asserted, hypertension 
occurs in only one-third of the cases. 
Albumin appears in the urine due to 
the breaking of the renal filter, the 
glomerulus. 

Vascular lesions of the kidney, or 
nephrosclerosis, is further subdivided 
into two groups—benign and malig¬ 
nant. Benign nephrosclerosis is the 
primar} 1 contracted kidney, he pointed 
out. I liese patients die of cardiac in¬ 
sufficiency or cerebral accidents. Mal¬ 
ignant nephrosclerosis, which is asso¬ 
ciated with hypertension, also causes 
death from heart failure, coronary 
disease, or ee r eb r a 1 accidents. I *'e w 
die of uremia. 

Degenerative renal disease, or ne¬ 
phrosis, is very much like the second 
stage of nephritis. Here there is 
edema, albuminuria, and a pale swol¬ 
len kidney. These patients die of in¬ 
ter c u r r e n t infection. 

Dr. Kramer's lecture was illustrat¬ 


ed with slides showing microscopic 
pathology. 

Weekly pathological conferences 
at the South Side Unit during the 
month of February have produced a 
number of interesting cases with the 
following distribution: pulmonary 
emboli (two) ; hemorrhagic ence¬ 
phalitis; cerebral hemorrhage; luetic 
aortitis and aneurism; psoas abscess; 
hypertensive heart disease with pul¬ 
monary infarcts; acute bacterial en¬ 
docarditis; ovarian abscess with amyl¬ 
oid disease of spleen and kidney. 

Some of the ideas which have been 
expressed in these cases arc that pul¬ 
monary emboli are of two types—-the 
massive, which produce suffocation, 
and the minute, bringing on shock; 
no digitalis early in coronary occlu¬ 
sion unless there is “delirium cordis”; 
myocardial degeneration does not al¬ 
ways accompany a failing heart. 

Discussion is becoming more en¬ 
thusiastic without attempting to em¬ 
barrass anyone.

Manv of the propositions in this 
Hill fur nurses seem too radical to be 
dupted immediately, but some points 
that are brought up are equally per¬ 
tinent to the conditions prevalent in 
many other states. 

Hi- principal points are: (1) state 
untru! of nursing schools; (2) elim- 
in; ting nursing schools in hospitals 
having inadequate clinical facilities; 
(3) better preparation of those re- 
-punsihle for the education of nurses; 
1 4) nursing schools should be re¬ 
moved from hospital control and 
dumb! be governed by 7 those with a 

■ unmgh understanding of modern 


educational requirements and meth¬ 
ods. 

The Bill attempts to equalize the 
practical nursing work done by the 
pupil nurses. A study of the curricula 
of the schools in Maryland (also 
other states) shows that (a) there is 
a great disproportion between the 
surgical nursing and medical nursing; 
(b) the nursing service in pediatrics 
in some schools is deficient; (e) the 
practical work in mental diseases 
needs to be augmented and greatly 
improved; (d) the opportunity for 
instruction in communicable diseases 
is limited; (e) the experience in dis¬ 
pensary 7 and accident work is often 
missing, ft surely wt>uId he highly 
advantageous if the w ork couId he 
systematized and equalized by a gov¬ 
erning hoard. 

The Baltimore Evening Sun had 
criticised Dr. Walker’s proposals and 
he countered by asking The Evening 
Sun if increasing the intelligence, the 
know 1 edge and the skill of a nursc 
who is constantly in charge of an 
acutely ill patient signifies a lack of 
progress.

COUNTY (From page 76) 
ponderance of population, so as to 
preserve an equitable representation 
o n this b o a r d. O r d i n a n ee -in a k i n g 

powers in the field of health and the 
power of appropriation of funds for 
health purposes should be vested in 
the legislative authority of the coun¬ 
ty, who should give particular weight 
to the recommendations of the Health 
Board in these matters. Health and 
medical service which is incidental in 
other agencies, such as schools, should 
be put under the control of the Board 
of Health in so far as possible. 

Great stress is made in the Com¬ 
mission’s report relative to the need 
for unification of activities and con¬ 
centration of authority in the field of 
public welfare through the establish¬ 
ment of a single county department 
of welfare. The Commission’s rec¬ 
ommendation for the appointment of 
a W el fa re Board which in turn should 
appoint the Director of Welfare, es¬ 
tablishes a set up very similar to that 
recommended for the Department of 
Health. Here again, we would sug¬ 
gest that the membership of such a 
Board should consist of at least one 
physician, one dentist and one regis¬ 
tered nurse and these should be se¬ 
lected from lists submitted by the 
organizations representing the Med¬ 
ical, Dental and Nursing professions. 
Health and medicine are so intimately 
associated in all welfare activities 
that it would seem expedient to the 
most efficient and sympathetic ad¬ 
ministration of welfare work, that 
the members of these organizations 
whose training and mental processes 
have been most closely associated with 
these problems, should have a place 
on the Welfare Board,
